It ia shown that the viscosity of oll 
is so much greater than that of water, 
being in the case of olive-oll more 
than two hundred and thirty times as 
great, that the water may be regarded 
as a frictionless liquid In comparison 
with the oll. The surface tension be- 
tween the oll and the air is also shown 
to be considerably greater than that 
between the oil and the water. With 
these data it is found that there will 
be no breaking of the waves unless 
the latter vary in length between two 
fractions of a centimeter, namely, 
nine-elevenths and five-sixths. 

The result would, of course, vary a 
little with different kinds of ofl, and, 
as a matter of fact, the reports of 
mariners show that there is a consid- 
erable difference in the effect pro- 
duced upon the waves, depending up- 
on the sort of oid that is used. Pe- 
troleum and various kinds of fish-oils 
have been employed.

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Fifteen miles south of Lexington, 
Ky. on the banks of the Kentucky 
fiver, stands “Chimney rock.”

The height of 
the rock is about seventy-five feet. The 
distance through the base is only 
about six feet, but at many points 
above the diameter {s much greater, 
Why the air and water acted upon this 
limestone cliff to form a figure in just 
this shape Is not easy to discover, but 
it is probable that the top is of a 
harder substance than the surrounding 
rock and has thus formed a kind of 
umbrella-like protection against the 
rains. Geologists have computed the 
age to be about 45,000 years, so that 
this reck-may be much the same as it 
wrs ages ago.
